Applicants argument that the current application incorporates PCT/US99/06189 by reference, which in turn incorporates U.S. App. Ser. 
No. 09/258,892 by reference which discloses the subject matter of "95% homology to SEQ ID NO: 10", is acknowledged, however, found 
nonpersuasive because the MPEP does not allow the incorporation by reference of US patents which them selves must incorporate by 
reference.
